Brown and Black Clash 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)—In Ihc course 


of a long verbal fencing match Tue-s 
day, Walter F. Brown, former post- 
master general, told Chairman Black 
of the airmail committee that the pur- 
pose of a gathering of air transport 
operations in Washington in 1930 was 
to determine their "equities" in air 
mail routes. 


The basis for determination of these 


"equities" or rights, Brown said, was 
the pioneering development for avia- 
tion by the companies. He denied, 
however, that the air mail contracts 
were awrded on the basis of the find- 
ings and all Black's thrusts did, not 
change that statement. 


Once or twice both 
Brown 
and 


Black raised their voices so lhat the 
spectators leaned forward. Brown ask- 
ed to testify after the Postoffice De- 
partment cancelled all domestc air 
mail contracts on the ground that they 
were awarded through collusion and 
fraud. The commitlee room was filled. 


Would Aid Pioneers 


"Wasn't determination of equities to 


determine also who would get the air 
mail contracts?" Brown 
asked, his 


voice sharp and loud. 


Equally sharp and loud, Brown said 


''no." 


"What other earthly object could 


you have?" 
the 
Alabama 
senator 


shouted. 


Brown flung back that he had only 


in mind to aid aviation pioneers, if he 
could, and to curry out the purpose 
of the Waters au- mail act. 


Block later referred to "the plan" 


which guided the air mail meeting in 
May and June, 1930, and asked if it 
were not "so that what you term 
cquilies could be awarded without 
competitive bidding." 


"That's correct," Brown said quiet- 


ly. "That's what they wanted to do." 


Black observed lhat "the plan could 


not be carried out if the various ope- 
rators tried to get a line which held 
equities belonging to other groups." 


"Agreement on equities," Brown re- 


plied, "didn't mean there was any 
agreement on a plan for diversion of 
contracts." He added that 
the 
air 


transport operators had tried to estab- 
lish among themselves who had "pio- 
neer rights." 


"I knew they couldn't" he said, "and 


that it would give me an excuse for 
chucking the whole plan." 


"But they did agree in a good many 


instances," Black said. 


"Very, very few," Brown told him.

New Names for Whisky 


Quietly and almost unnoticed, the 


Federal Alcohol Control Administra- 
tion has given the -nation a new type 
of whisky — new, at least, in name. 


"Spirit whisky" is the title and 


must be bottle-labeled on any mix- 
ture of whisky and alcohol contain- 
ing at least 5 per cent and .less than 
20 per cent of straight 
whisky 
by 


volume. 


Other whiskies now recognized by 


law are "straight," "blended" and 
"imitation." "Blended" used to be a 
mixture of whiskies, but may now be 
a mixture of whisky and alcohol as 
long as it contains 20 per cent of 
"straight" 


"Imitation" is what used to be 


known as rotgut— just alcohol, water, 
and flavoring. All other whiskies must 
show the age on their labels. 


Under the new regulations, "GUI 


Kentucky" whisky can't be made in 
Peoria, 111. The 
companies 
which 


claim t cage whisky four years in 10 
days must label their stuff "imitation 
whisky."

away, so the FACA wouldn't excuse 
them from that.

Order fe Key to Content—Character 


:Dcpends on Family Habits of Reg- 


ularity and Neatness 


There is more to the saying that 


cleanliness is next to godliness than 
we think. In fact it has been trans- 
lated to mean that godliness depends 
on cleanliness. More freely interpret- 
ed still, it means that character de- 
pends upon order. 


This is an indisputable truth. Noth- 


ing is more conducive to a cluttered 
mind than to live in a mess. When 
there is no place for anything, or 
nothing is in its place, when there is 
no regular schedule and one lives in 
a hand-to-mouth manner, our very 
attitude to life assumes its grotesque 
colors. Our thinking and habits be- 
come ill-assorted and purposeless. 


The child is more sensitive to these 


things than we realize. In fact so 
closely related is habit-of-living to 
character that it has been seized upon 
by educators to start the baby in its 
crib. Regular feeding time, regular 
bath time, regular bed time are not 
recommended 
for 
physical 
virtue 


alone, but to set expectancy and 
therefore acceptance of authority, 
.which is the basis of all mental con- 
tent. 
. 
' 


Regularity Best Course 


Every child of any .age does better 


in an orderly home and under rou- 
tine. He-becomes sehstive to it and 
it should be continuous. Any inter- 
ruption is likely to upset him be- 
cause his body and his mind thus ad- 
justed protest against change. 


Occasionally parents revolt against 


the tyranny of regular hours and de- 
cide to "harden" the children. Noth- 
ing but trouble has resulted from such 
a source—juggling bed-time, hour or 
playing ball with meals. This has 
been the story of under-par children 
for many a year, both physically and 
characteristically. 


Regularity does not always guar- 


antee perfection, but there is little 
doubt that its opposite is responsible 
for difficulties in adjustment to au- 
thority. 


What is true of time is true of oth- 


er regimental conditions, order and 
neatness. Most American mothers are 
giod housewives and have a well-de- 
veloped sense of order, so the matter 
to -be emphasized here is not how to 
keep house so much as to show its 
relationship to training. 


Virtue of "System" 


One thing cannot 
be overlooked, 


however. Many mothers who do their 
own work are irritable and worn out. 
Each day they face a new hurdle of 
work, and who can blame them? The 
attitude of mind wears out the body 
quite as much as the nerves. Yet it 
so happens that of two women with 
the same health capital and the same 
house and family and work, one will 
be able to manage quite well and even 
have free time, while her sister may 
be in a constant state of nerves and 
flurry. 


Perhaps one has "syetem" or does 


not undertake impossible extras that 
keep her forever lagging. Cr perhaps 
the first has trained her family to 
help, or gets up earlier, having retired 
in time to get plenty of sleep. 


There must be a reason and it would 


be well for the discouraged to review 
her position and se if she cannot do 
better by another route. 


She will be stronger and happier, 


and so will everybody about her, if 
the work can be dispatched on time. 
An unhappy and overworked mother 
will have neither health nor patience 
to bother about her children's prob- 
lems. Furthermore, there will be more 
problems.

AN EDITORIAL BY BRUCE CATTON 


Celebration of Washington's birthday this year is 


likely to result in some rather far-fetched attempts to 
figure out just how the father of his country would 
react to the new deal, if he could come back to earth 
and draw a hand in it. 


Such attempts are far-fetched because those who 


make them have nothing to go on. The world of today 
is as unlike the world that Washington knew as the 
world- of the Caesars. 


We can say, if we like, that Washington would feel 


thus and so about railroad mergers, crop reduction 
plans, stock exchange regulation, and Tennessee Valley 
projects:—but if we do, we shall be talking-through our 
hats, because all those things were completely outside 
the range of his experience. 


It might be more useful if we stopped figuring out 


how Washington would react to modern problems and 
began to wonder how we ourselves would react to 
Washington. 


Any national leader can be great only to the -ex- 


tent that the people he leads give him their support— 
their courage, their endurance, their loyalty. Washing- 
ton's greatness consisted largely in the fact that he was 
able to find those qualities in abundance in the disor- 
ganized and bewildered colonies of his.day. 


Had he boon unable to do so. independence never 


would have been won—and he himself probably would 
have wound up on a gallows on London't Tower Hill. 


Suppose, then, that he did come back to lead us 


today—would he find us the kind of people a great 
leader can use? 


Would we bo too wrapped up in the scramble for 


p-rsonal gain to listen to him? Would we be too busy 
with our pleasant diversions—our sports and our recre- 
ations, our baseball and our movies and our week-end 
auto trips—to bothvr with a man who sought to com- 
mand all our Joynlty and faith and steadfastness? 


Would we. in short, be the- kind of men Washington 


commanded in the old days—or would he look us over, 
and shake his head, and sigh for the ragged, profane 
veterans of Valley Forge? 


Those questions really are worth asking. Usually 


wo observe Washington's birthday by comparing him 
with our present-day leaders. It would bs a lot more 
to the point if;'we used the chance to compare our- 
selves with the;men Washington led. Are we as good 
men as they are? 


If we aren't, we'd better start to change. For if the 


present hour, as everybody says, calls for great leader- 
ship—it also calls for great followers.

If a 
ginws edge is desired, leave the top 
cf concrete sides three inches below 
surrounding grade. 


Use the Harden hose (o make an out- 


line on the ground. Murk the edge 
with a spade and begin cutting the 
Liirth away on the inside. Keep the- 
sides sloping—remember, the outside 
earth is the form against which the 
concrete has to fit. 


The dimensions of depth shown on 


(ho sketch will permit the growing 
cf water lilies. This means the dug 
cut space must be 27 inches at. its 
deepest point, with all sides slop- 
ing towards that point. 


Aflor all earth is removed, place 


'....in: pugs in the- ground so that their 
taps- are fix inches above three inches 
of cinders. This will guide you for 
tlie thickness of the concrete. 


r-lace a one-inch elbow, preferably 


of brass, at the bottom of the excava- 
tion so that its top is in line with the 


surface of the finished concrete. Run 
a line of one-inch copper pipe out 
throujih <mc side of the pool.

If you ore a normal person you per- 


haps realize thnt there are all sorts 
of causes for headaches, nnd you un- 
doubtedly know innny 
methods of 


treatment. 


The majority of headaches are not 


extremely 
troublesome. They come 


on suddenly, last n short time, nnd go 
flway. There 
are, 
however, 
some 


forms', known as migraine, which hnng 
on and which are associated with such 
n sense of sickness that they incapci- 
tate you wholly for comfortable and 
happy living. 


Migraine headache seems to run in 


families and Ho be assocated perhaps 
with structural defects of the brain. 
For this reason it is difficult to prom- 
ise an absolute cure in any case. 


Many of these patients think the 


disturbance is connected with diges- 
tion, and go to a specialist in dis- 
eases of the stomach, with the idea 
that he will find the seat of the dis- 
turbance in some disorder 
of 
the 


stomach or intestines. 


Occasionally cases seem related to 


the eyes, and the proper fitting of 
glasses brings some relief. 


In women, changes which take place 


periodically may seem to be the basis 
of the attacks. These women 
fre- 


quently go to bed for a week because 
the combination of conditions is too 
much for them. 


Altogether it would seem that any- 


thing tending to increase the irritabil- 
ty of the brain .will bring on an at- 
tack. 


Overwork, excitement, worry, loss 


of sleep, fits of anger, maladjustment 
in domestic relations frequently are 
responsible. What the patient needs 
undet these circumstances is mental 
rather than physical attention. 


In some cases a special sensitivity 


to some food seems to be responsible. 
In these cases, the victim should atop

WASHINGTON.—(/P)—In approving 


the newspaper publishers' code Pres- 
ident Roosevelt made a request Mon- 
day that papers with more than 75,000 
circulation in cities of 750,000 or more 
place their news staffs immediately on 
a five-day 40-hour week basis. 


The president's executive order re- 


quired that a study be made within 
CO days to determine permanent pol- 
icy on the employment of children 
as delivery boys anj paper sales- 
men, and a further study to establish 
hour provisions for the editorial staffs 
of all newspapers. 


In accepting the code, the president 


said he was "dissatisfied" with its 
child labor provisions, which provide 
that boys under 16 may sell papers 
out of school hours between 7 a. m. 
and 7 p. m. in winter time and 7 a. m. 
and 8 p. m. in summer. 


The report on both questions will 


be made by Administrator Hugh S. 
Johnson rather than 
independently 


by the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers' association, proponent of the code. 


As for the publishers' declaration 


for freedom of the press the president 
said he was allowing it to remain be- 
cause "it has no meaning," and ob- 
served that it was "pure surplusage." 


Of the publishers' reservation that 


they would not accept any modifica- 
tion of the code by the president, he 
said that "of course a man does not 
consent to what he doesn't consent 
to." The president then proceeded to 
assert this did not in any way affect 
his powers under the section of the 
industrial law which pencils him to 
impose codes. 


This policy has not been resorted 


to under NRA but the right to do so 
has not been surrendered by the ad- 
ministration. 


Of the reference to freedom of the 


press the president also said: 


"Recitation of the freedom of the 


press clause has no more place here 
than would a recitation of the whole 
of the constitution or of the ten com- 
mandments. 


"The freedom guaranteed by the 


constitution is the freedom of expres- 
sion and that will be scruplously re- 
spected—but it is not freedom to work 
children, or do business in a fire trap 
or violate the laws against obscenity, 
libel and lewdness." 


Administrator Johnson, presenting 


the chief executive's order to news- 
men Monday, explained that while all 
newspapers were free to come under 
the ANFA code without any require- 
ment that they should become mem- 
bers of that association, all those who 
did not specifallyic subscribe to it 
would be under the National Editorial 
Association section of the graphic arts 
code, which was approved Saturday. 


The two codes, he explained, how- 


ever, would be made 
substantially 


identical as to labor provisions, wages, 
and hours for all departments. 


Johnson also pointed out that while 


the regulation of child labor in the 
ANPA code affected the children em- 
ployed directly by the papers, it would 
not reach those employed by news- 
paper distributing agencies, for whon 
no code has been presented. 


While the hours of street sales b; 


children are expressly limited then 
is no limitation on time for home de- 
liveries except that it shall not im 
pair the health of the boys nor in- 
terfere with day school hours.
